A GRAND total of $2,069,289,196 worth of mineral 
products in the United States is announced in the sta- 
tistical summary for the calendar year 1907, issued 
recently by the Geological Survey. The mineral prod- 
ucts for the previous year aggregated $1,904,007,034. 








IMPORTATION of manufacturers’ materials shows a 
marked increase in September, 1908, over Septem- 
ber, 1907. \ For instance the quantity of crude India 
rubber brought into the country in September of this 
year was about 60 per cent greater than in the same 
month last year. Pig copper shows an increase of 
about 25 per cent, and tin in bars, blocks and pigs, 
used chiefly in the manufacture of tin plate, an in- 
crease of about 23 per cent. Other raw materials show 
corresponding increases. This increase of from 25 
to 60. per cent in the quantity of manufacturing mate- 
rials impérted seems to indicate'a marked increase in 
activity in the manufacturing industries of the coun- 


try. 








Tue National Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, will 
hold their annual convention at Washington, D. C., 
on November 10-20. -Denatured alcohol. ‘will be one 
of the subjects to be given special attention. A public 
exhibition will be given of all the utensils and appli- 
ances for the consumption of denatured alcohol, in- 
cluding stoves, lamps, laundry irons, chafing dishes, 
etc. The object of the Grange is to increase the de- 
mand for alcohol utilities and thereby to increase the 
consumption of denatured alcohol so that the farmers 
of the country may eventually be able to manufacture 
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this preduct in competition with the large distillers in 
the country. 








Tue National Society for the Promotion of Indus- 
trial Education now has a thousand active members 
scattered throughout the United States. State 
branches have been organized in Georgia, Massachu- 
setts and Pennsylvania, and branches in Rhode Island, 
Virginia, Alabama, Ohio and Connecticut are in course 
of formation. These branch societies have their own 
constitutions and officers and carry on independent 
work, but the members also have the privileges of 
membership in the national society and receive its 
publications. State committees have been organized in 
thirty states, and, as they increase in size, will become 
branch societies. The society will hold its convention 
at Atlanta, Ga. on November 19, 20 and 21. The 
work being done by the society is of vital importance 
to the welfare of every industry in the country. 








In AN ideal state of society there would not only 
be work enough of the proper kind with the proper 
reward for everybody, but the worker 
The Man Outand the work always could be easily 
of Work. brought together. The state of society 
in which we live at present is not, how- 
ever, the ideal state, and therefore at all times there 
is a great problem called the problem of the unem- 
ployed. In some countries this is more acute than in 
others; in our country it ought not to be acute at 
all, because, if Uncle Sam is not exactly rich enough 
to buy us all a farm, the country over which his 
flag ‘flies is rich enough to give everybody a job if 
the work and the worker could be brought together. 
When it is said that there is work for everybody, that 
statement requires some modification. It would be 
more correct to say that there is work for everybody 
who i$ in economic need of work and who can and 
will work. Many persons in economic need of employ- 
ment actually cannot or actually will not work, but 
when these two classes are eliminated, there still re- 
mains a number of persons who cannot find work, 
in spite of the antiquated notion, no longer held by any 
considerable percentage of students of social facts, 
that everybody can find work. that wants it or de- 
serves it. Since it is impossible always to distinguish 
between the unemployed honestly seeking work and 
the unemployed who profess to seek it, but who would 
be very unhappy if they found work, all persons in 
need of work who are capable of performing it are 
massed together in the classification of the social econ- 
omist as “the unemployed.” 

In certain countries and particularly in the older 
countries of Europe, the normal industrial condition 
involves the presence of a large number of unemployed 
relatively to the whole wage-earning mass of popula- 
tion. It is interesting to note the persistent, organ- 
ized effort which is demanded in some of the countries 
for aid to the unemployed. Public employment bu- 
reaus, of which there are examples in the United 
States, still remain the most important agencies for 
providing work for the unemployed who are employ- 
able, but have no prospect of returning to their for- 
mer positions, in a number of European countries 
where these agencies are largely developed. In the 
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past twenty years, especially in Germany, public em-- 


ployment bureaus have grown rapidly in numbers and 
efficiency. The effort to get the unemployed in ur- 
ban regions “back to the land,” and the attempt?to 
colonize them in possessions across the seas, also are 
tried with varying success. In Switzerland particu- 
larly there have been attempts at insurance against un- 
employment, and in Belgium and other countries, no- 
tably in France, the government, local and national, 
supplement the out-of-work benefit of the trades-union 
by adding to it an equal sum. This is widely known 
as the “Ghent” system. In Great Britain, Germany 
and France temporary relief works are in operation or 
under discussion, and private effort on a large scale 
is directed to the maintenance of “home shelters” for 
workmen traveling in search of employment, where 
smaller relief stations are supported by the govern- 
ment. z 

For those who are described as unwilling, though 
able to work, Germany, Belgium, Holland and Swit- 
zerland have labor or penal colonies. Belgium main- 
tains the largest penal establishment for so-called 
tramps in the world, where almost every line of in- 
dustry is followed by the members. 








Few people realize the future that is in store for 
denatured alcohol as an illuminant, and as a fuel for 
heating, cooking and other purposes. It 
The Future is not altogether surprising, however, 
of Denatured 
hassel. that so little is known about denatured 
alcohol by’ the people of the United 
States, when the fact is taken into consideration that 
the United States government had prohibited the free 
use of denatured alcohol by people of this country for 
upwards of fifty years, and the United States until 
recently was the only nation of the civilized globe that 


‘had not granted this privilege to its citizens. The in- 


ternal revenue tax, under thé existing law, is $2.07 on 
a gallon of 94 per cent alcohol, so that prior to the 
rémoval of this tax on January 1, 1907, alcohol could 
not be used with profit in this country either as a fuel 
or in the arts and industries in competition with ar- 
ticles manufactured in other countries having the bene- 
fit of untaxed alcohol. 

For the fiscal period ended July 31, 1908, there were 
produced and consumed in the United States 10,134,- 
485 proof gallons of denatured alcohol. That the 
amount thus’ far consumed in this country is a mere 
bagatelle compared with the consumption of denatured 
alcohol in other countries, is evident from the fact 
that in the year 1905, 74,000,000 gallons were consum- 
ed in Germany in the arts and industries alone. Ger- 
many has made the greatest progress of any nation in 
the world in the direction of the use of denatured al- 
cohol as a source of heat, light and power. The Ger- 
man government encourages the manufacture and use 
of this produet in every possible way. It pays a 
bounty of five or six cents a gallon on denatured alco- 
hol and promotes in every way its domestic use. The 
German Emperor himself takes a personal interest in 
the industry and has made the subject of industrial 
alcohol a hobby. 

The field for the development of denatured alcohol 
in the United States is illimitable. There is no reason 
why, if the proper encouragement were lent to the in- 
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dustry, denatured alcohol should not make the prog- 
ress here that it has abroad. It has called into being 
during the past few years hundreds of useful inven- 
tions such as heaters, cook stoves, sad irons, soldering 
irons, coffee percolators and roasters, household and 
factory lamps and many more utilities, all of which 
can be operated with denatured alcohol with the mini- 
mum of expense and with the most satisfactory results. 
As-the uses and advantages of denatured alcohol be- 
come better known it can be safely predicted that be- 
fore long there will be very few hardware stores in the 
country that will not be carrying a full line of alcohol 
utilities. Few people would hesitate to use denatured 
alcohol in preference to other fuels if all were aware 
of the actual fact that 14 gallons of this fluid will do 
the work of a ton of anthracite coal at no greater 
cost—the alcohol weighing one-twentieth of what the 
coal does, and leaving no dirt or offensive odors or 
gases. 

It is just such facts and considerations as these that 
lead us to predict that denatured alcohol will eventually 
take its place at the head of the greatest industries 
this country has ever known, giving employment to 
multitudes of people, profit to merchants large and 
small in all parts of the country, and conferring bless- 
ings erstwhile withheld from housewives whose work 
has approached drudgery by reason of the lack of 
means to lighten their tasks. 








THE first figures compiled from the reports which 
Illinois employers of labor are now required by law 
to make of industrial accidents affect- 
Wounds in theing persons in their service, have been 
ee recently given out by the state. bureau 
of labor statistics. They cover the six 
months ended December 21 last. This was the first 
half year after the act calling for reports of accidents 
went into effect. For the period the number of wage 
workers reported killed by accidents while at their 
work was 208, and the number so severely injured that 
they were idle at least thirty days was 1,094. 

These figures are known to be incomplete, never- 
theless the statistics give information which should 
help the people and the legislators of Illinois to realize 
how great is the suffering which comes to those in 
the ranks of industry. The average age of both the 
fatally and non-fatally injured was 33 years. Of the 
killed 57.4 per cent and of the wounded 58.2 per cent 
wete married men. Railroads reported 43.3 per cent 
of the fatal and 37.6 per cent of the non-fatal: Coal 
mining was responsible for 33.6 per cent of the fatal 
accidents and 26.3 per cent of those that did not ter- 
minate in death. From manufacturing concerns 27.6 
per cent of the accidents resulting in disability and 
12.4 of those causing death were reported. 

Citizens of the great industrial state of Illinois who 
wish to aid in the amelioration of social conditions will 
find valuable information in the 255 different causes 
given in the report for the injuries inflicted upon 
the 1,094 workers who survived the accidents from 
which they suffered. A state commission, on which 
both Illinois employers of labor and trade unions are 
represented, is at work to frame a comprehensive bill 
to provide for the safety of those who toil. 
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RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

There is a very great difference between hustling 
and bustling.- The hare-and-the-tortoise story makes 
this clear. The former was a bustler, the latter a hus- 
tler. Though many seem inclined to think otherwise, 
I can see the tortoise in no other light than that of a 
hustler. It started out to win the race with the hare, 
it bent all its efforts to that purpose, and did not re- 
lax. It won the race. The hare was a bustler. It 
started off with a spectacular grand-stand dash. It 
ran so fast at first that it left the tortoise far behind. 
But it grew tired. It turned around to see what prog- 
ress the tortoise was making, and seeing that the lat- 
ter was away in the rear, the hare resolved to take a 
rest. We all know what was the result of that un- 
fortunate rest. The tortoise won the race. There are 
many men who enter upon life’s race in the same way 
as the hare did. They are smart and brainy, but they 
begin wrong. They labor under a hallucination that 
success is achieved by a grand-stand bound. What 
is the result? They grow tired, and before they have 
fairly got started they abandon their efforts for a 
while. When they come to, they find that the other 
fellow by plodding and persevering is away in the 
lead. So much for the bustler. Now for the hustler. 
He starts out with a knowledge of his own capacity 
and endurance. He keeps within it. He recks not 
whether it is applause or hisses that he receives. The 
fact of the matter is he frequently. receives more of 
the latter than the former, but he doesn’t lose his 
pluck. He has confidence in himself and feels in his 
own heart that he will eventually win out. He never 
relaxes, but he keeps right on working conscientious- 
ly regardless of the fact that others may be receiving 
the praise. The hustler in the end achieves some- 
thing, but the bustler does not. Every once in a while 
you hear or read of some one who has acquired 
wealth and prominence and it would appear that it 
was done without effort—simply a case of bull-dog 
luck. Get rid of any such delusion. If you will look 
into the records and lives of such men you will find 
that years of labor, unflagging energy, zeal and effort 
preceded the apparent spasmodic success so character- 
istic of the hustler. After his spectacular dash the 
bustler, however, drops out of evidence. He falls by 
the wayside and is lost amid the busy multitude of 
those who are striving to reach the goal. Be a hustler, 
not a bustier.

There is hope for the individual who knows he 
knows not, but there is none for the fool who thinks 
he is wise. It would be a good thing for us once in a 
while to take a plumb lead and let it down into our 
heads to see how shallow we really are. If we dis- 
cover that the gray matter is only about as thick as a 
film we need feel no particular disgrace. Most of the 
failures of life are caused by people trying to do some- 
thing that they are incapable of doing. It is absolute 
tommy rot to say one can do anything he wants to if he 
‘nakes up his mind to do it or if he tries hard enough. 
There are lots of men who want to be railroad presi- 
cnts that might try until hades freezes over and never 
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be qualified to drive a spike in a tie. There are lots of 
people who would like to be singers that might screech 
and scream until all the neighbors living within a 
radius of an English mile have nervous prostration, 
and yet never be able to sing a lullaby. Because you 
want to do a thing is no sign that you can or ought to 
do it. But here isa pretty sure rule: If you love to do 
a thing you nearly always can do it. There is a big 
difference in wanting to do a thing and loving to do it. 
A man may want to be a bank president because of the 
salary and short hours, yet he may have no love or 
adaptation for the work. To succeed a man must love 
the work for its own sake. It should be a work that 
he should follow even were there no necessity for him 
to work at all. Usually people will try to do, and want 
to do, the work they imagine will give them the most 
money or the highest standing, whether they are fit for 
if or not. There are many parents who have a notion 
that they want to bring up their children so that they 
will not have to work. Great Scott! What is a human 
specimen worth that does not have to work? Why, 
there is not an hour of success or contentment in this 
world or any other for that matter for one who does 
not work.

Among the window displays and photographs there-

Main St., Grand Junction, Colo. The display as shown 
in the accompanying illustration represents a locomo- 
tive and tender crossing a trestle-work bridge over a 
bay, in which was a fleet of battleships with the Stars 
and Stripes floating over them. 

The display was made up entirely of hardware and 
tinware carried in stock by L. Schmidt & Sons, and 
contained 155 pieces, none of which was cut, soldered 
or spoiled for selling purposes. The bridge was con- 
structed of four pieces of wood parlor door hanger 
and four 60-inch zigzag rules. The abutments were 
two paint boxes covered with black stove pipe iron 
and chalked off to represent stones. Beneath the 
bridge was bright furnace tin to represent water and 
on this were several “Mrs. Potts’” sad irons with 
hose connections and rifle shells for guns which made 
up the miniature ships. The drivers on the locomotive 
were stove pipe registers with hammer handles for 
axles. Over and under the axles were dripping pans 
of various sizes to form the fire-box and body. The 
cab was a large size “Savory” roaster bottom side up 
with two oven-grates forming the sides held in place 
by dripping pans which answered for the roof. 

The truck was made of wooden pulleys with long 
carriage bolts for axle, roasting pan for body, and 
mounted by a 1o-gallon milk can for a boiler. The

DETACHABLE-BLADE SCREW-DRIVER.

The instrument is provided with a forked blade, 
the forks being adapted to the side slots in the shank, 
and the space between the forks of the blade is less 
than the diameter of the spring, so that when the blade 
is forced into the slots of the shank it will compress 
the spring, the spring retaining the blade in position.

SIMPLIFYING THE INSTALLATION AND OPER- 
ATION OF SCHOOL HEATING AND 
VENTILATING APPARATUS. 








BY S, R. LEWIS. 


The following paper was presented by Mr. S. R. 
Lewis at the summer meeting of the American So- 
ciety of Heating and Ventilating Engineers held at 
Niagara Falls, N. Y. ; 


If there is any such thing as a standard type of heating 
and ventilating apparatus for school buildings.in this country, 
perhaps the plesit shown in the oF TE my plan and marked 
No. i may be described as standard. boilers are of the 
ordinary horizontal return tubular type, and are operated at 
comparatively high pressure. The fan is engine-driven, and 
the exhaust steam from the engine is used in the heating 
system. The customary pressure-reducing valve, back pres- 
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of plants of the type shown on plan No. 2, which seem to 
overcome the main objection to both of the previously describ- 
ed systems. 

_ This type is subject to many modifications, and I do not 
claim that it should receive consideration over the old types 
in every instance. I know, however, that for many installa- 
tions it will give superior results. There is nothing especially 
original about it, it being merely an adaptation. It is easy 
in many instances so to locate the flues that it can be 
economically installed. The boilers are set so that the differ- 
ence in level between the base of the blast coils and the 
boiler water-line is about thirty inches. The coils are located 
insmall plenum chambers at the bases of the flues. There is 
———. no direct radiation. The fan is motor driven. 

¢ steam pressure may be anywhere from 0 to 20 pounds, 
or higher. The circulation is entirely by gravity. he air 
is tempered for cooling the rooms by double dampers in the 
plenum chamber decks. When the fan is stopped the rooms 
get a good flow of air by gravity, and are heated almost as 
effectively as by direct radiation, while securing considerable 
ventilation. If any gravity furnace plant will heat, this steam 
plant will do so by gravity. The steam-fitting is a trifle more 
expensive than with the first type, but infinitely less expensive 
than with auxiliary direct radiation. In many buildings 
this apparatus may be laid out with better economy of space 
than with any other type. It retains the advantages of the 
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Basement Plan No. 1 


sure valve, grease extractor, etc.. are installed. The water 
of condensation is returned to the boilers by an automatic 
pump and receiver. The air is tempered for cooling the 
building by approximately one-third of the heating coils prior 
to admission to the fan, and heated for warming the building 
by approximately two-thirds of the heating coils set in the 
fan outlet. This system, when carefully designed and in- 
telligently rated, is probably more economical! in operation 
than any other. If, however, for any reason the fan cannot 
be operated, the warm air will all go to the nearest and 
warmest rooms, and those with the greatest exposure and 
longest horizontal ducts suffer. This possibility has led in 
many imstances to the installation of direct radiation as an 
.uxiliary to the fan system. : 


If there is mot a separate duct and mixing damper for 
very room, enough direct radiation must be installed in each 
room to heat the same independent of the fan, else the tem- 
perature of the building cannot be controlled. This leads to 
‘ heavy first: cost, for practically two plants, the ventilating 
‘ystem costing very nearly as much as an all-blast system, 
‘he direct radiation being additional. 

This is also subject to the following objections: The 
‘rect radiation is constantly pumping foul air and dirt from 

e floor and mixing it with the fresh air at the ceiling. The 
‘rect radiation causes local overheating and occupies valuable 
‘ace in the rooms. Well-authenticated records show that 

combination plants above described are considerably more. 
oensive in fuel than the air-blast plants, and it is evident 

it they must require more attention and repairs. The above 
' Nections led to the development and installation of a number 


older apparatus and eliminates the faults without incurring 
the disadvantages of the still older type of blast plant in 
which the indirect radiation for each room is located in the 
flue leading to that room. 

In engine-driven plants the layout is the same, care be- 
ing taken that when the engine is not running the pump may 
be by-passed and the blast coils circulated by gravity. To 
this end, of course, a low water-line boiler and shallow blast 
coils must be used. The steam piping must be generously 
proportioned, so as not to have undue false water-line. Tests 
with a water glass on the return drop from a blast coil 75 
feet from the boilers indicated that when the fan started, 
blowing air at 8 degrees below zero, the water stood about 
26 inches above the boiler water-line, but soon settled down 
and remained constant at about 18 inches above the boiler 
water-line. Wherein this plant fails to deliver results equal to 
the older types is not yet evident to me after two winters’ ex- 
perience and observation of several installations. 


FURNACES WITH FANS. 


There will probably always: be a large number of schoo! 
buildings heated with furnace apparatus. Anything like the 
same engineering skill and research as have been devoted to 
steam heating extending along this line would have given it 
a far better reputation to-day than it holds. The general 
availability of electric power, and the compulsory ventilation 
requirements, have given fan furnace heating a great impetus. 
The following seems to me prime considerations: There is 
almost no furnace well adapted to any one fuel which is of 
much account for any other fuel. Radiant heat does not 
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plant with its nearest paral 
plant. Apparently they are growing nearer together, and we

The most be found to 
have great weight of metal rem howe: < dome, so 
arranged as to absorb the heat and transmit it by contact 
with the rising air currents. Because of the high air tem- 
perature possible, many furnace plants have been made to 
worry along with disc fans of inadequate size and poorly 
proportioned ducts. The same size and type of fans and 
iucts should be used interchangeably for blast steam or blast 
furnace apparatus, if adequate results are to obtained. 
Blast steam plants have values for control so that one or 
more sections of the heating coils may be cut out as the weather 
conditions permit. With adequate fan capacity, speed regula- 
tion, and properly arranged compressor dampers above the 
furnaces, which are grouped, one or more may be cut out and 
not fired—sufficient air for ventilation being forced at an 


" increased velocity through the casings of those in use. Blast 


steam ts are almost universally equi with automatic 
regulation. Blast furnace plants may controlled with 
equal facility and tempered air be secured for cooling the 
rooms without difficulty by using dampers in the plenum 
chamber decks. 

For hard coal great fire-box capacity and shaking and 
dumping grates are {mperative. Apparently the weight of the 
furnace is not as vital as its coal storage capacity. For soft 
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coal, however, the furnace must have great weight of metal 
to store to some extent the heat from the quickly flashing 


combustible, and to vr yer the rapid changes in temperature 


of the building in e ect when soft soal is burned in a light 
weight furnace. All furnace fan systems in “é ¢ ie 
previou 


are subject to the mae oe 5 to steam plan No 


described. It is doubtful if adequate furnace fan Mt ed 
can be installed more economically than equal steam systems 
in buildings containing over twelve class rooms. For smaller 
buildings the horizontal pipes are usually not so long, but 
that some gravity circulation is in effect when the fans are 
not runni The toilet rooms may. profitably be protected 
from freezing by_very auxiliary direct hot water or 
steam plants, the fires in which are never permitted to go out 
in fréezing weather. 


Fan furnace plants along the lines herein outlined will 
give very good results as to efficiency and economy. Very 
many of these heating systems will ; installed. ask red 
them more study and engineering skill than they have had in 
the past. The field for improvement is unexplored. 
The internal combustion engine is rapidly sanclietins the 
steam engine. It may well be that we will see the day 
when the direct acting air heater shall supplant the steam

PATTERN FOR SMOKE STACK BASE WITH 
COLLAR OFF CENTER.

In THE AMERICAN ARTISAN of October 24, “A. G.” 

of St. Louis, Mo., wished to be informed how to lay 

out a pattern for a smoke stack base, 30 inches square 

at the bottom, 20 inches high with a 14-inch collar 

five inches from the side. “A. G.” asked for a pat- 
tern in four pieces. 


THE AMERICAN ARTISAN 
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gives the base lines A to M. Take the length of al? 
base lines A to M in plan, and place them on line N of 
triangles. Draw lines from all points on base line M 
to F, intersecting point O, which gives the true length 
of all the triangles,,. Proceed to develop the pattern by 
first drawing line Q P, which represents one 30-inch 
side for pattern, and proceed by taking the true length 
of lines in triangles and placing them as shown in pat- 
tern, using the same spaces I to 8 in pattern as shown 
in plan. 

This sfack can easily be made in four pieces by 
using two pieces of M G, formed right and left, also 
two pieces of G A, right and left.

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Manufacturers of hardware seem to be quite en- 
couraged with the increased buying that has begun 
to assert itself. The situation over the country is 
generally regarded as of a fairly satisfactory charac- 
ter. There lias been a depletion of high-priced stocks 
and old accounts have been cleaned up. Supplies in 
the hands of the retail interests are of small propor- 
tions, and there is great necessity of stocking up to 
meet the winter demand. There is now a better dis- 
position to place short term contracts. Those who 
have contract orders with the manufacturers are look- 
ing for prompt deliveries. Despite the outlook in: the 
raw material markets lower prices are recognized as 
a possibility, though not as a probability. The slack 
trade has caused a very sharp competition. 

Manufacturers of wire nails continue to report a 
good volume of specifications on old contracts. New 
business holds about at the same level, despite the 
efforts of manufacturers to- induce jobbers to stock 
up against what will eventually mean congestion at 
the mills when the normal buying movement sets in. 
Stocks are low, and there will be a rush of or- 
ders when they do come that will make it impossible 
for the mills to make quick deliveries. Prices are 
well maintained. Manufacturers of cut nails continue 
to report a slight increase in the volume: of new busi- 
ness from week to week for immediate delivery. In 
the local market there is a fair jobbing business. 
While the orders for barb wire for October have been 
a> little disappointing, manufacturers are optimistic 
over a decided increase in November. A good run 
of small orders from fence manufacturers for plain 
wire is reported, usually for immediate delivery. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car- 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers, carload lots, $1.95; re- 
tailers’ carload lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ 
carload lots, $2.10; retailers’ carload lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car- 
loads, $1.80, and to retailers in carloads, $1.85. 





TIN PLATE. 


An improvement is shown in the tin plate trade, and 
more mills are now in operation than anticipated. 
The American Sheet & Tin Plate Co. have put on 20 
additional mills.. The leading* interest is adhering 
strictly to the official price, but it is being shaded by 
some independent producers in order to capture as 
much of the business as possible. Prices are $3.80 
for 1o0-pound coke plates f. o. b.

COPPER. 

The copper market during the past week has seen 
the first.ceal stimulus based on actual supply.and de- 
mand since the market began to decline from 23 cents 
a little more than a year ago. During the latter part 
of the summer and the early part of the fall, there 
were placed good-sized orders with several of the 
large producing companies in this country, orders for 
domestic consumption, delivery to be made in Novem- 
ber. Producers were then anxious for business, and 
readily sold up the bulk of the production for next 
month, This has been especially true of 'the producers 
of lake copper. Although there has been a large sur- 
plus of the metal in this country during the past few 
months, producers have been in receipt of a large 
aggregate of business for immediate shipment, which 
has materially reduced the supply available for ship- 
ment in November. This has reduced the surplus 
stocks of the metal in this country to little more than 
is carried in times of normal consumption. There is. 
moreover, every indication that consumers who have 
not made purchases yet for delivery over the balanc: 
of the current year will make heavy purchases befor: 
the middle of November. 

Advices from consumers indicate that their busi- 
ness is growing daily. The brass manufacturers in 
New England are now doing little under a norma! 
business, and it is expected that by the beginning ©! 
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the new year their plants will be running on full time. 
Blectrical equipment manufacturers have been buying 
in small lots for immediate ‘shipment, owing to the 
increase in their orders, and they will be large buyers 
in November for both this year and next year’s de- 
livery. : . 

The situation abroad is reported to be steadily im- 
proving. Manufacturers are taking good supplies, 
and the stock in warehouses has been reduced to lit- 
tle more than normal. Quotations on the New York 
Metal Exchange are 1334@14 cents for lake, 134@ 
133% cents for electrolytic and 13%@13™% cents for 


casting copper. : 
PIG IRON. 


Dealers in the pig iron market report some severe 
competition on business in progress. The blowing in 
of some furnaces which had not sold their product 

‘ahead, but whose product was guaranteed for sale 
by an eastern dealer has disturbed the market some- 
what, owing to the inability to dispose of the product 
at material concessions. This has, in a :neasure, 
shaken the confidence of the consumer, but it is not 
expected that the present disturbance will be of long 
duration. Southern makers are becoming a little more 
active in the New York market, and from some of 
the minor interests tempting prices have been of- 
fered for delivery over the first quarter of next year. 
It is understood that the Sloss-Sheffield, Tennessee, 
and other large interests are holding strictly to old 
prices. Central Pennsylvania interests are still mak- 
ing low prices.for New England delivery, and it is 
reported that some slight concessions have been made 
from their former price of $16.50.

Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: “This week has been the best of the whole year 
without exception. There has been heavy buying all along 
the line. Most of the orders have been for small lots, indi- 
cating the general character of the buying. A few large 
consumers have not bought a few large lots. On the con- 
trary, the feature of the situation has rather been the ab- 
sence of large orders and the great number of small orders. 
Then, too, there was a considerable tonnage of iron sold 
ubject to Taft’s election, and that coming to pass made the 
rders as good as gold. 
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“Prices have felt the stimulus of the wholesale buying 
and the market tendency is upward. No. 2 Foundry is now 
held in the Valley at $15.25, as against $14.50 a week or so 
ago. In the South the price of $12.50 is now a back number 
and quotations range from $13.00 to $14.00, depending on the 
individual views of the seller. There is not much free iron 
in the South and the situation there is stronger than any- 
where else in the country. 


“Consumers are busier than they were. There is more 
real business and the events of the week have not been en- 
tirely based on sentiment. One of our machine tool cus- 
tomers told us yesterday that for the first time in fourteen 
months he had received a stock order from a jobber. For 
that time he had only had orders for machines that were 
actually sold, but here is a jobber who is buying machines 
to put in stock in his salesrooms. This is decidedly encour- 
aging. As a matter of fact, all the trend of the market is 
encouraging—the storm clouds seem to be rolling away and 
the sun, while not yet shining with noon-day brightness, is 
beginning to glimmer through the rifts.” 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their week- 
ly report: “Previous to the election quite a large number 
of consumers of pig iron apparently decided that the result 
would be satisfactory and a flood of orders poured in, many 
of them of considerable size. A strong effort was made to 
induce buyers to give options good until November 4th. In 
some cases these requests were granted, but refused in others. 

“The heavy demand continues and it is apparent that a 
majority of the users of iron are trying to cover their prob- 
able wants for the first half of 1909. The furnace interests 
are divided in their views as to the advisability of booking 
business now so far ahead. Some of them still wish to sell 
for November and December only; others are offering for 
the first quarter, and the remainder are willing to accommo- 
date their regular. customers at a price for the first half. 

“In consequence of the heavy tonnage booked during 
the past two weeks a number of the furnaces who have here- 
tofore been anxious to sell have found that their output for 
a number of months ahead has been disposed of, and have 
advanced prices 50c per ton. The market is very firm with 
an upward tendency. 

“An encouraging feature of the situation is the  in- 
creased buying by railroads and the starting up of some of 
their hitherto idle shops. Specifications are being received 
from car wheel makers who have been holding up shipments 
and the general feeling is decidedly better. 

“The coke market is more active. A number of large 
furnace deals have recently been closed and numerous others 
are pending.” 


SEEDS. 
The Leonard Seed Co., Chicago, say in their weekly re- 


port: 

“There have been no decided changes in prices asked for 
seeds this week, and the situation as covered in the previous 
two weeks’ letters still holds good. 

“Canners are still inquiring for good round lots of peas 
and there are very few being offered in such quantities as 
they need them. Such varieties as Alaskas, Advancers, 
Horsfords and Admirals are well worth $4.50 per bushel in 
car lots, and several sales have been made at this price. 
These are the varicties that are preferred by the canners and 
always bring the most money. Telephone peas seem to be 
fairly plentiful at about $4.00 per bushel, while other varie- 
ties best suited for market garden and retail trade, such as 
Gems, Nott’s, Wonders, etc., are very scarce. 

“Egg plant seed is extremely scarce and first-class stock 
is held very high. The imported seed of this vegetable al- 
ways brings about $1.00 per pound more than the California 
grown article. 

“Several sales of cucumber seed in 500 to 1,000 pound 
lots to pickling factories is reported the past week at $1.00 
per pound. This is for gilt-edged stock grown in Michigan. 
Some cheaper Eastern seed is being offered at a concession 
in price. It is freely predicted that cucumber seed will have 
a further advance before planting season. 

“The scarcity of beet seed, such varieties as Detroit 
Dark Red and Egyptian, has been confirmed by several sales 
of large lots to canners at 50 cents per pound. 

“Onion sets are ruling high in price with more inquiries 
for car lots from the jobbers than there are offers to sell by 
the growers. The stock is of good quality this season, and 
all growers seem to be unusually well sold up for this time 
of year, and are disposed to ask quite high prices for sets 
for spring delivery.”
